PRACTICAL CAPABILITY AND CULTURE. 
—The dean arts and sciences Eastern uni- 
versity says that since the World War, men 
charge American business and industrial corpora- 
tions have come regard colleges employment 
bureaus. Had not the “captains industry” dis- 
covered that college men rule demonstrate 
possession the training and character essential 
success practical affairs, this would not have 
come pass. 

The authority cited has undertaken make 
appraisal studies with reference their contribu- 
tion the equipment young people destined for 
the rough and tumble occupation gainful pur- 
suits, his conclusions being expressed follows:

costs $50 term educate child New 
York City. The cost higher elsewhere. Every 
child who repeats term added financial drain 
the school budget. the physically 
handicapped child, especially one with defective 
vision, furnishes the largest number repeaters. 
Detection the child who cannot see properly will 
save thousands from being forced repeat, and 
keep down the per capita cost education.” 

Far outweighing this aspect the subject the 
health pupils, course, the consequence 
the pupils themselves after life being allowed 
drag along school invalids when systematic 
sanitary inspection would reveal their need med- 
ical attention and make them apt instead slug- 
gish students. Teachers, well pupils, have 
material interest the maintenance the health 
young people their charge, for all times the 
health each child class constitutes import- 
ant factor that child’s efficiency student. 
Alertness the physical well-being her pupils 
becomes habitual with the experienced teacher. 


CONSEQUENCE THE MOVIES.—A 
feature education New York City which had 
developed great importance before this country en- 
tered the World War has come end this winter 
for lack public patronage sufficient warrant its 
continuance—the free public lecture. 

the academic year, 1914-15, the total attend- 
ance these lectures was reported approximate 
1,250,000. One hundred and seventy-six centers 
were operation, and the number lectures de- 
livered during the year was 5,000. Since that time 
attendance has dwindled, for many reasons, one 
which, doubt, was the unsettlement every- 
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thing during the period the war. The competi- 
tion the motion-picture shows believed 
many the outstanding counter-attraction 
the lectures the present time. 

History, travel and science afforded topics when 
free lectures attracted crowds. was considered 
that besides benefiting people general, particu- 
larly those the industrial classes, the lectures 
were influential conveying knowledge the 
English language adult foreigners, and spreading 
among them understanding America and 
American ways. Thus the free lecture was prac- 
tical adjunct and supplement the evening 
scnool. 

What certain extent takes the place the 
free lecture the present time the lecture over 
the radio, but the poorer people the great cities 
not own radio sets.

—Catholic educators the world over are interested 
the letter addressed the Pope Cardinal 
Pompily, Vicar Rome, with reference the 
national gymnastic and athletic competition for 
Fascist girls. reported the daily press, the 
substance the communication was follows: 


“The Bishop Rome cannot but deplore that here 
the Holy City Catholicism, after twenty centuries 
Christianity, sensibility and attention toward the delicate 
regard due young women and girls should weaker 
than pagan Rome, which, though descended such 
abasement habits when adopted from conquered 
Greece public games and gymnastic and athletic compe- 
titions, excluded women therefrom for reasons physical 
and moral good sense, just they also were excluded 
many cities Greece, though the latter was much more 
corrupt. 

“It not necessary explain the reasons. They have 
often been explained before. Fathers, mothers and teach- 
ers, who are not led astray false exaggerated theo- 
ries motives quite divorced from good, healthy ped- 
agogy, understand them natural instinct. 

“It true, there intention here repeat the auda- 
cities rather immodesties which have elsewhere been 
lamented, and are hopeful this owing the pre- 
cautions and instructions imparted the responsible or- 
ganizers. But the substance things remains unaltered, 
with the aggravating circumstances place and historic 
precedents. Irreconcilability remains with regard the 
special delicate exigencies girl’s education, which are 
infinitely more delicate when the education Christian 
education. 

“Nobody can believe that the latter excludes fails 
appreciate instruction which can give the body agility, 
solid grace, health and strength. But must done 
the right way the right time the right place. Every- 
thing must avoided which contrasts with reserve and 
modesty which are the ornament and safeguard virtue. 
Such instruction must contain incentive vanity 
violence. woman’s hand must raised, hope and 
pray may raised only prayer acts charity.” 


Fathers and mothers and teachers, every other 
country well Italy, will realize the timely 
importance the warning thus conveyed words 
clear that they cannot misunderstood. 


LEARNING DOING.—The skillful co-ordi- 
nation mind and muscle essential high-grade 
production not attained without certain disci- 
pline apprenticeship. Imagine keen observer, 
gifted intellectually, but utterly without experience 
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combining pigments and manipulating the brush, 
spending day week watching artist 
work and then himself undertaking paint 
ture—would wise expect masterpiece? 
Certain that such expectation entertained 
would doomed disappointment. Human ex- 
perience has taught that rule even mediocre 
ability aided preliminary training can attain re- 
sults more practically valuable any fiield pro- 
ductive activity than are possible the endeavors 
genius wholly lacking technical training. There- 
fore that teachers favor the method instruc- 
tion which utilizes the utmost the potentialiies 
learning 

Directors vocational training lately have taken ideas 
from the practice labor large scale 
who, with the aid efficiency experts, have been spending 
money give preliminary training men their employ 
which shall qualify them for accurate and speedy 
ance their allotted tasks. The ultimate object these 
not educational but accelera- 
tion and improvement production their respective 
plants. One radical innovation instructional procedure 
duc their initiative has been the substitution standard 
manufacturing jobs place pseudo jobs exercise for 
pupils. This has been accompanied the provision 
tools standard size and pattern place smaller in- 
struments which had been used schools because they 
were cheaper. 

bulletin the Illinois Department Education says: 

“Industrialists are satisfied know that course 
training offered for certain groups given vocations 
only when they check against the production the in- 
dividuals under training and learn their efforts compare 
favorably with the production standards the factory. 
other words, they check against present and probable 
future needs and accomplishments instead against tra- 
dition, because they expect not only future but immede- 
diate returns. Therefore, they require the teaching 
done under the same production plans used their plant, 
which means using identical processes, materials and tools. 

“Instead using smaller machine tools and small-size 
stock reduce expense, they use standard machine tools 
and stock employed their plant for the purpose re- 
ducing expense because they have learned there real 
difference the training value the individual between 
instruction and experience small lathe, infrequently 
used factory production, and large lathe, which 
the type the learner expected operate production. 

“Another illustration: The building industry trains its 
employes providing standard-size materials and tools, 
using exactly the same processes used the trades and 
requiring the learners build structures the type and 
size journeyman workers build instead using very small- 
size material which largely eliminates the possibility de- 
termining the quality workmanship the learner attempts 
employ the ability the worker use successfully 
the principles, processes, ect., full-size stock and pro- 
duce high quality work. The use standard equipment, 
materials and processes used industry eliminates the 
use alibis.” 

Obviously, the advantage students who have 
taken vocational training course able fulfill the 
requirements gainful positions modern industrial es- 
tablishments without the necessity making readjust- 
ments indispensible the case workmen called upon 
perform their tasks with unfamiliar tools. Far-sighted 
economy will banish toy tools from the vocational train- 
ing schools the future. the other hand, there are 
advantages breadth culture which furnishes the 
student with knowledge principles well pro- 
cesses, and qualifies him for leadership. This culture 
more likely supplied institutions with distinctly 
educational aims than establishments with object be- 
yond the training operatives for this that particular 
operation assigned groups employes modern indus- 
trial plants. Vocational training began experiment. 
Those responsible for its conduct themselves have “learned 
doing,” and may expected push the future 


toward new triumphs practical achievement compar- 
able with those which have been placed their credit 
the past.

ception duty, heroism, self-sacrifice, other 
idea within the range human 
Cole’s “Voyage Life,” for instance, not the 
exquisite beauty the different elements the 
landscape, attractive this is, but the moral emo- 
tions awakened our minds, that perpetuate our 
gratitude and kindly remembrance the artist. 
But literature, the more direct and imme- 
diate expression thought, this law life and 
power more fully illustrated. And matters lit- 
tle for our present purpose, whether understand 
literature all written and printed works what- 
ever subject, science, history, fiction, morals phil-

They will excite only passing intellec- 
tual interest. The crude conceptions early 
age, the inadequate and even oftener erroneous no- 
tions the physical world, may help us, may be, 
more grateful appreciation the blessings and 
privileges enjoy, but have little power over our 
hearts. the other hand, the earliest struggles 
the human mind understand itself, its first serious 
questionings with itself God and duty, life and 
immortality, have undying interest. Here all the 
world kin. Every noble aspiration, every more 
generous emotion, every conflict with sin, every no- 
ble sacrifice for our fellow-men, lives imperishable 
the story the past. matters not what may 
the theme, what department literature, 
whether humble treatise angling, the story 
nation’s struggle for its rights, the poet’s high 
imaginings immortality from the recollections 
childhood, never high, never humble, let 
rouse and stimulate our moral life, let only 
quicken worthier conceptions duty, both 
thinking and doing, and the work shall live, pos- 
session for ages. Whatever wrought out the 
truth, and for the ends truth, becomes sharer 
its triumph and immortality. 

The interest feel the sacred literature the 
Hebrews, not any means referred solely 
the fact its containing revelation from God, 
and having claim upon our regard. read 
the story the early patriarchs, the records 
religious experience depicted the psalms, the 
loftier strains prophecy, quite forget all else 
but the moral truths set forth and illustrated. 
not the outward lives men whom read, dif- 
fering but little all with what may still wit- 
nessed and has been described each succeeding 
traveller who has visited the Holy Land. not 
even the quiet beauty the narrative, the power 
poetic imagination, that holds the attention, but 
something richer, worthier, which these are but 
the appropriate setting, the picture silver for the 
apple gold. 

The literature the Greeks has long held the first 
place the estimation scholars for beauty con- 
ception, for finish expression, and for the great 
variety and interest its thought. Yet venture 
the remark, that much the interest ascribed 
these causes really belongs elsewhere, the least, 
that still higher intellect belongs from the 
moral and religious ideas contains, coming out 
constantly increasing clearness back fur- 
ther and further into the earliest eras, the 
may be, not wholly lost from primitive revela- 
lation God the race, the purest expression 
the moral nature man before had suffered from 
the vices later civilization, was preserved 
the minds and hearts elect few for the bet- 
ter cultivation their times. was not then with- 
out reason that the works Homer have been called 
the Greek Bible. The power exerted for cen- 
turies over the Greek mind, was not found the 
beauty his poetry, the historical traditions 
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preserved, the artless simplicity and freshness 
his narrative, but rather the high thought now 
and then expressed, the ideals moral heroism 
exhibited, wakening the minds his hear- 
ers and readers aspirations for noble achievement, 
and satisfying part the moral hunger and thirst 
their souls. taught the gods determining 
the circumstances our earthly life, and allot- 
ting each individual man, his physical and men- 
tal endowment. 

The sublimity and moral grandeur the Greek 
drama, are nothing but the sublimity and grandeur 
the moral ideas embodied it. The lofty con- 
ceptions justice, the certainty retribution for 
sin, the determined will, that, steadfast its moral 
might, ready withstand the direst tortures, and 
the thunderbolt Jove; this that gave the 
Greek works, their power, and made the drama the 
great source moral instruction; and the absence 
those high qualities, the substitution mere form 
and prettiness style for moral truths, soon brought 
ruin even its own day, and lost the respect 
and remembrance mankind.

THE PASTORALS ALEXANDER POPE 


Sister Josefita Maria, M.A., Ph.D 
HOSE who fling their invectives the “Wasp 
Twickenham” forget that that “little nightin- 
gale” owe the art drawing the utmost harmony 
sound out the couplet; and that him are in- 
debted for that finished versification, that rapid facile, and 
melodious flow which has never been surpassed. Critics 
complain that the “wild benefit nature,” Pope had 
small notion;-are they forgetting the sickly, delicate body 
that made all exertion almost impossible? They aver that 
has “no dash, naturalness” rejoicing 
their own strength, they forget the poor little misshapen 
body that turned pitifully his attendants for help even 
dressing. Yet the way Pope bore those sufferings makes 
him rank among the heroic. that diseased, sensitive 
cripple there were vain repinings, moon-struck 
howls, hast thou made thus?” 
against God. him God was righteous God, God 
order, and merely prayed. 
“Father all! 
Save alike from foolish pride 
impious discontent 
aught Thy wisdom has denied, 
aught Thy goodness lent. 
The fact that was artificial age and 
one poetic itch 
Had seized the court and city, poor and rich.” 
The polish and veneer which had characterized the Restor- 
ation then attained the greatest intensity, and Pope himself 
struck the keynote his age when said: 
“True wit Nature advantage dressed, 
What oft was thought, but ne’er well expressed.” 
new thought was not then much desired excel- 
lent dress for old one. Hence the appearance Pas- 
torals which are always the products conventional, 
literary tradition, and are sure come forth the last 
stages artificial, civilization relieve the ennui 
courtly circles. 

Through circumstances, Pope had been trained man- 
ner independent the life and institutions his country. 
Yet his secluded education the depths Windsor 
Forest was not without its advantages; and having from 
nature judgment preternaturally strong and penetrating, 
and instinct propriety, generalized code taste, 
and raised permanently the standard level artistic 
literary expression. 

Pope, like Virgil, began trying pastoral poems, and 
when consider his may say 
without exaggeration that the swan Windsor sang 
sweetly did the Mantuan. Pope’s Pastorals were re- 
ceived with outburst contemporary applause. Now, 
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while they are still admired for the singular sweetness 
their versification, they are more value landmark 
Pope’s poetical growth, showing how completely was 
mastered the form those models whose spirit 
time learned embody his own writings with such 
conspicuous success, 

mixture British and Grecian ideas may con- 
sidered blemish the Pastorals; and propriety cer- 
tainly violated when compares “rich Pactolus” with 
“blest Thames,” and again when “Hybla yields Wond- 
sor’s shade.” other passages has made roses, crocus, 
and violets bloom one bank the same time, yet such lack 
botanical knowledge not uncommon even our mod- 
ern poets. many instances perceive that Pope was 
sensible the importance adapting images the scene 
action,—and the passages which has imitated from 
Theocritus, and from his Latin translator, has merited 
little applause. 

Upon the whole, the principal merit the Pastorals 
consists their correct and musical versification, and 
thus giving the first specimens that subtle harmony 
English verse, which has now become indispensably neces- 
sary, and which has forcibly and universally influenced 
the public ear. 

Some critics have remarked that Pope’s imitation the 
ideas the ancients ended the merest mechanism, with 
the result that 

“Every warbler has the tune heart.” 

True that certain strongly marked features Pope’s 
treatment the heroic measure, such the emphatic 
marking the caesura, the collocation substantive and 
adjective, and the limitation the sentence the coup- 
let, were, course, easy imitation. But Pope these 
features are the index original conception; expression 
with him “the dress thought” and his diction almost 
always exhibits the energy imagination passion. 

“Windsor Forest” rural beauty general, and not 
the peculiar beauties the forest Windsor, are por- 
trayed. The demolition the thirty villages the 
“haughty Norman” well described, particularly the 


lines: 


“Round broken columns clasping ivy twin’d, 

O’er heaps ruins stalk’d the safely hind; 

The fox obscene gaping tombs retires, 

And savage howlings fill the sacred quires.” 
And more enthusiastic passage can found anywhere 
than where speaks the poets who lived died near 
the spot 

“By god-like poets venerable made.” 
All the operations nature are, true, made depend 
Virgil and other classic poets, the humours the 
Delias and Sylvias celebrated the shepherds. Yet the 
Loves, the Graces, the winds, the woods and waves 
lament that 

“Fair Daphne’s dead. and love now more,” 

just poetically, and perhaps more musically than Milton 
does for Lycidas. 

Pope, with the instinct true genius, had fastened 
the one poetical element the pastoral, was origi- 
nally treated its Greek inventor, namely, its musical 
character, and occupied himself with harmonizing his 
native language until his imitation the classical melody 
led him something real invention. His imagination 
was moved the metrical pauses, the variety accent, 
and the delicacies alliteration, for which the traditional 
treatment the Pastoral afforded opportunities. 
small wonder that his contemporaries were once caught 
with the sweetness his numbers,—or that Johnson de- 
clared with the finality his dictatorship, that the harm- 
ony “the Pastorals had precedent, nor has since had 
imitation.”

Works Percy Bysshe Shelley (Dowden’s 
edition) easily opens certain poems. its more 
than seven hundred pages one the places where 
seems naturally invite examination the lyri- 
cal drama “Prometheus Unbound.” The Greek 
writers tragedy, are informed, did not, 
selecting their subjects any event their national 
history their mythology, believe themselves 
bound adhere the common interpretation 
imitate tale title their rivals and predeces- 
sors. The story Agamemnon, remarked 
Shelley’s preface, was exhibited the Athenian 
theatre with many variations dramas. These, 
well other considerations are offered the 
poet defense the license that has taken 
with his theme, which, one infers, mere effort 
restore the lost drama Aeschylus. The only 
creation fancy any degree resembling Milton’s 
character, for the victim Jove was exempt from 
the taint ambition, envy, revenge, and 
the desire for personal aggrandisement. Purer and 
truer motives sustained Prometheus his rock. 

single paragraph notices the inspiration the 
poet’s Italian environment, for was along the blue 
Mediterranean that worked his drama. 
little his subjective, peculiarity justi- 
fied the example among moderns Dante and 
Shakespeare. With the Greek poets this practice 
was habitual. confesses his belief the 
impossibility dwelling the same age with 
writers the first rank without being unconscious- 
influenced both language and tone thought. 
number writers possess the form, because that 
the endowment the age which they live, 
while the spirit “must the uncommunicated 
lightning their own minds.” 

not the purpose this paper analyze the 
lyrical drama “Prometheus Unbound” attempt 
illustrate its beauties. With Shelley’s poetical 
principles has nothing do. Its object, will 
presently appear, the more humble one noticing 
one this poet’s limitations the field history. 
these his writings contain many, but perhaps the 
most remarkable found the preface this 
seldom equaled composition. 

owe the great writers our literature,“ Shel- 
ley assures us, “to that fervid awakening the pub- 
lic mind which shook dust the oldest and most 
oppressive form the Christian religion.” other 
words, the destruction Catholicity England, 
the session Henry was the stimulus which 
begot and sustained the greatest our literary 
movements. This clear assertion compels one 
pause. Ona survey English literature one remem- 
bers that scholarly Protestant critics have 
ascribed the Elizabethan outburst the defeat 
the Spanish armada. fact, they inform that 
the succession our literary movements closely 
connects with the political life the English people 
rather than with their religious awakenings, though 
these are means ignored. 


though about one may error, ascribe 
many major events the operation single force, 
whereas the fact that great results are generally 
shaped the concurrence manifold influences. 
The commanders -in-chief among the social re- 
formers our time are prepared demonstrate the 
perfectability human nature only they can 
prevail upon lawmakers enact some new statute 
amend constitution. The destruction the 
old church England and the wreck the Spanish 
armada were indeed potent influences, but not insig- 
nificant for its effect upon Englishmen was the 
Italian renaissance. One knows little our literary 
history who would overlook the fact that from tac- 
tics table manners the Elizabethans learned much 
from the Italians. one suspects that The Italian 
Rennaissance England the work advo- 
cate, and the reference book, one 
can vouch Ben Jonson, contemporary and edu- 
cated one. But wandering from theme. 

fact universally conceded that the matter 
literary activity Spain did not fall far short 
Elizabethan England. that country, where “the 
most ancient and oppressive form the Christian 
religion” not only was not pulverized, but where 
still great and powerful, what awakened many 
men letters and what maintained them? The vic- 
torious wars against the Moors and the discovery 
the New World were mighty forces, but them- 
selves they are not sufficient account for the 
general appreciation lyric and dramatic poetry. 
need hardly remarked that Castile and 
Portugal there was culture running back through 
the centuries. Precisely Englind the Spanish 
pioneers lyric poetry were inspired Italian 
masters. The forms their verses tell the origi- 
nals that suggested them. Boscan, Gracilaso 
Vega, and Diego Hurtado are the chiefs the Ital- 
ian fashion who enriched the diction their litera- 
ture and prepared the way for Lope Vega, 
Congara, poet original John Lyly, and 
Quevedo, powerful master satire. Some these 
authors and battalions others also excelled 
fiction, field which one finds the Portuguese, 
Jorge Motemayor, and Cervantes. host lit- 
erary men tried their hands the picaresque novel, 
species composition soon changed, the 
Italian influence, into novel manners and 
romance adventure. Cervantes, like Shakespeare, 
owed much his predecessors. 

the seventeenth century there were written 
Spain and performed its stage enormous mass 
plays, religious and secular. this epoch 
belonged letter writers like Antonio Guevara, 
who died 1544, and Antonio Perez. There were 
students philosophy, who wrote the Latin, and 
multitude historians. There not this place 
the space even name the works Calderon and 
the Jesuit, Padre Isla, eloquent preacher, 
translator, sharp and subtle satirist. one has 
not the leisure read Ticknor, brilliant outline 
Spanish literature will found the little volume 
James Fitzmaurice Kelley. most English- 
speaking folk the amazing quantity literary work 
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accomplished Spain appears incredible. Not 
less difficult understand its high quality and 
the versatility Spanish authors. resume the 
examination our theme, then, established 
fact that this activity was not evoked any such 
master-stroke the wreck Spain its great 
national church. Iberia the slumbers genius 
were interrupted other notes. 

Carlyle, author greater erudition than 
Shelley, the flowering literature the Eliza- 
bethan period differently explained. his French 
Revolution the approaching death King Louis 
suggests the historian that besides royalty other 
things are moribund, and revolving this idea that 
divers things are full death concludes: “Nay, 
thus too, Catholicism, with and against Feudalism 
(but not against nature and her bounty), gave 
English Shakespeare and Era Shakespeare, and 
produced blossom Catholicism—it was not 
till Catholicism itself, far law couid abolish it, 
had been abolished here.” not surprising that 
the solidarity civilization and the culture 
denotes was clear the historian, for that idea 
forms the woof his science. Bud and blossom, and 
flower fruit respect dame nature’s law. 

passing may not amiss remind the 
Catholic reader that this splendid composition 
Shelley, Francis Thompson could 
the First Fury, note clear allusion the “Hounds 
the object these paragraphs 
not illustrate the conventional nature liter- 
ature, but rather point the danger explain- 
ing mighty social happenings the result single 
influence. The impulses that move society are 
reality inextricably bound up. 

Incomplete statements, like that Shelley’s pre- 
face, have made many Catholic teachers somewhat 
hesitant approaching the subject English liter- 
ature. fact, hardly score years since 
intelligent Catholic teachers have ceased fear its 
study their pupils, for they had reasons believe 
the handmaiden anti-Catholic propaganda. The 
German writer’s enumeration the three indis- 
pensable requisites for gaining knowledge his- 
tory, namely, read, read widely, and read 
very widely, apply equally well the study liter- 
ature. one continues read, the time will come 
when every misrepresentation will corrected and 
even peevish sneers subdued. any creed ever 
moved amongst men that for its adequate exposition 
required the perfection language, the Catholic 
religion. Its loftly sentiments are certain de- 
graded its spokesmen are not equal the concep- 
tion and expression heavenly images. 

Though, for the reason many 
Catholics have looked with suspicion upon English 
literature part the scholastic programme, 
there has never been time when the Church has 
not been profoundly interested cultivating elo- 
quent expression. That, know, can acquired 
ways other than following contemporary methods. 
One should not forget that neither Shakespeare nor 
any his immediate predecessors enjoyed the ben- 
efits studying English grammar. Yet they wrote 
their language with grace and beauty unknown 
later ages.

recent book* education the author states 

six underlying principles teaching which are 
frequently violated with results fatal learning. The 
first these principles which the author designates 
the learning cycle should known every class- 
room teacher for the process through which all 
adjustments environment the level human 
consciousness are made. other words, educational 
adaptations arise through the learning cycle. This 
cycle consists three phases known stimulus, 
assimilation, and reaction. 

the usual schoolroom procedure the stimulus 
frequently omitted. The pupil brought into the 
presence new learning purely passive state, 
without curiosity, desire any other incentive. 
Thus not surprising that pupils wade through 
mass material disinterested manner with 
the result that very little learning takes place. 
some pupils are stimulated because they learn 
spite the technique teaching. 

The assimilation period seldom omitted under 
systematic teaching and needs further comment 
with the exception that assimilation should take 
place the form study with definite objective 
goal mind. Daily task performance should not 
mistaken for study and should not taken 
indication that assimilation taking place.

Teacher: What vou think they have the 
nests? 


Children: 

Teacher: Did any you ever see bird’s nest 
with eggs it? 

Children: Yes. 

Teacher: Will some one tell about the bird’s 
nest you saw? 

Children: (Several children volunteered). 

Teacher: Would you like hear story about 
some birds which know? 

Children: Yes, teacher.

Telling the Story 

Teacher: Children, know two little girls who 
live away out the country. They live with their 
parents little house among the trees, (Here the 
teacher flashes picture tree and writes the 
word tree the blackboard. doing this the pupil 
will learn the new words without being conscious 
it,) where they could hear the birds (writes the word 
birds the board), sing and where they could 
watch the pretty flowers blossom through the spring 
and summer. But what want tell you about 
something the girls (writes the word girls the 
board) saw one morning June. 

Two little birds (now the teacher places her hand 
under the word birds the board and asks the 
children pronounce the word,) had come from 
down South and had built nest (writes the word 
nest the board) the cherry tree front the 
house. Now the room where the little girls (places 
hand under the word girls the board) slept had 
window from which they could see the tree (refers 
the word tree the board). And how the girls 
(refers the word girls the board) enjoyed 
watching the birds! (refers the word birds the 
board). The mother bird sat the nest (refers 
the words bird and nest the board) day after 
day. One morning she flew away for few moments, 
and what you suppose the girls (refers the 
word girls the board) saw? One, two, three, four 
blue eggs (refers the word eggs the board) 
the nest. (refers the word nest the board). 

The mother bird (refers mother bird the 
board. The pupils have had the word mother 
previous selection.) flew back the nest (refers 
the word nest the board) and sat there day after 
day for two long weeks. She sang and sang and 
did the father bird (refers father bird the 
board). One day she flew off again, and what 
you think the girls saw? (refers the word girls 
the board.) They saw four furry little baby birds 
without any feathers. (refers the word birds 
the board.) The little birds (refers the word 
birds the board) grew and grew. They were soon 
covered with feathers which made them large 
that they hardly found room the nest. (refers 
the word nest the board). 

Then the mother and father bird taught them how 
fly (refers the words mother, father, and birds 
the board). The girls watched the four little 
birds learn fly (refers the words girl and birds 
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the board). They flew from the nest and soon 
they flew from tree tree (refers the words bird 
and nest the board). One day all the birds flew 
far away and the little girls waved their hands and 
said, 

Assimilation 

Assimilation consists reading silently many 
stories about birds. 

Teacher: Children, now have told you 
story. Did you enjoy it? 

Children: Yes, did. 

Teacher: Would you like read stories about 
some other birds? There lesson your book 
that has story about birds, similar this one. You 
will find this story the Primer which the 
window sill. The other stories about the birds you 
can find the books the table. They are already 
marked for you. Mary, will you please pass the 
books. Children, when you have finished reading 
your lesson, take some clay and you may see how 
well you can make the tree, nest, and little birds. 
Another group may, with the crayolas, illustrate 
free hand drawing the steps the lesson. (This 
serves means testing their comprehension). 
Some pupils may work out the entire lesson the 

sand table. Those who finish first may illustrate the 
lesson means poster. Robert, you and your 
little classmates may take charge the crude dram- 
atization. (While the children are actively engaged 
the work, the teacher gives them individual atten- 
tion giving help where help needed.) Those who 
have finished may place the clay work the win- 
dow sills. Cecile, collect and exhibit the pupils’ 
drawings the bulletin board. Alice, fasten the 
posters the bulletin board the corridor. shall 
write the children’s names the board who were 
engaged the sand table dramatization. 
the dramatization, Mary Daly was the mother bird. 
Harold Smith illustrated the lesson very well the 
sand table. Children, when visitors come today, 
will called upon explain your work. Don’t 
forget speak loud that all may enjoy your part 
the work. (The children vie with one another 
this sort work.) 

The Reaction 

The reaction consists organizing the material 
the lesson and reciting. Since the children are 
the first grade level, impossible for them 
written organization. However, the teacher can 
conduct the organization follows: 

Organization 

Teacher: Now children, have had story 
about birds. wonder you can help build 
lesson, the board, about birds. Let see how 
wide awake are today. 

Teacher: Whom you see the picture? 

Children: Girls. (Writes the word girls the 

Teacher: What you see? 

Children: nest (Writes the word nest the 

board). 

Teacher: What kind nest was it? 

Children: little nest (Writes the answer 

the board). 

Teacher: Where was it? 

Children: tree (Writes tree the board). 

Teacher: What else did the girls see? 

Children: Birds. (Writes the word birds the 

board). 
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Teacher: How many? 

Children: Two. (Writes the word two the 

board). 

Teacher: What kind birds were they? 

Children: Pretty birds. (Writes pretty the 

board). 

Teacher: Where were they? 

Children: the nest. (Writes the answer the 

board). 

Teacher: Now Mary, can you find the phrase 
that tells you where the nest is? (Mary finds the 
phrase the tree.) Charles, can you frame the word 
that tells you who saw the birds? (Charles frames 
the word girls.) (After the teacher reviews phrases 
and words this manner, she asks questions that 
will help build the lesson. (This exemplify.) 

Teacher: Who can tell what the girls saw? 

(John answers: The girls saw nest.) 

Teacher: What kind nest was it? (Charles 
answers: was little nest.) (The teacher uses 
this same procedure until the entire lesson built 
the board). Children, let look our chart 
and see what says. (At once, the children recog- 
nize the same story.) 

Teacher: Children, shall now have game, 
rebuilding the lesson our Plymouth Chart. (Have 
the children select the words and phrases from the 
lesson.) 

The Recitation 

the recitation the children answer questions 
concerning the reading material and tell stories 
about birds. The following example: 

Teacher: Children, you may now take your 
books. Open the table contents and find the page 
our story. Here the name the story: WHAT 
WAS THE BIRD’S NEST? erybody ready. 
Read silently the questions the board. Read No. 
any one ready answer? Jane, read No. 
and answer it. That was right, Jane. (In this man- 
ner the children answer all the questions that were 
written the board). 


Teacher: Now ready take the oral reading. 
(The teacher must sure that the children have the 
thought the sentence, before they attempt read 
aloud. the child has time for immediate interpretation, 
she will able read fluently and with under- 
standing.) Children, this group may come out the read- 
ing table. Mary, you may begin read the entire first 
thought. (Jane continues the reading. this way all are 
called upon. This group sent its respective place, 
and another called out. While different groups 
are out reading, the other children are busily employed 
with supplementary work relating the reading unit.) 

Teacher: Who volunteer tell the class one 
those interesting little stories about birds which you read 
the reference books? (The teacher asks the children 
listen very attentively these stories they are being 
told and note the difference between them and the one 
found the basic reader.) 

desired test the pupil’s ability read phrases 
and associate them with the proper pictures, the follow- 
ing procedure can followed: 

Association Test 

all enjoyed the lesson about birds 
which just finished. How many would like match 
the correct phrase with the picture? (This called test 
paper). Children, you are cut these phrases apart right 
the line and paste each under the picture tells about.

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Individual Experiment London School

HEN the individualizing experiment was 

started St. George Cathedral School few 
years ago, each girl Standards and was given 
monthly syllabus, specifying the ground 
covered, and stating how much should class work 
and how much individual work. This syllabus was 
accompanied more detailed one English and 
geography, aid study. One lesson week 
was given history, geography and literature, and 
one English period devoted formal grammar 
lesson. Arithmetic has always been sectional. Music, 
science, needlework and drawing were class subjects, 
the remaining periods being left free, 
children allowed devote the time any subject 
they though necessary. Help was given individ- 
uals during these times. record each day’s work 
was kept the children. 

During the month September, the teacher kept 
detailed record each child’s work, 
together with the results the tests the end 
the month, suggested the divisions made the 
class. For the following months, Standard Stan- 
dard and Standard had different amounts 
work get through, and monthly report was made 
each child. four girls Standard was 
found necessary give weekly syllabus, and 
make them adhere strict time-table. 

the whole, the plan proved very satisfactory, 
particularly with the pupils Standard who 
covered much more ground than when taught 
class. Standard too, worked much better, and the 
four girls who remained lazy throughout, would 
have been lazy under any scheme. Two girls 
Standard who had spent months the class 
without showing any interest their work, sud- 
denly became alive their responsibilities and made 
quite good progress. 

the end the year, the teacher decided that 
change would have made with regard the 
time-table, even the most hard-working girls were 
apt waste time deciding how they would spend 
their free time. was also thought better let 
weekly record supersede the child’s daily one. 

The method was tried Standard and Standard 
about three weeks after its adoption the First 
Class, but the end the first month, was found 
advisable these classes indicate how much 
work done each week, and test this 
every Friday. 

INDIVIDUAL WORK 

Standard the beginning the school year, 
each girl was given hectographed copy sylla- 
bus and the time-table, blanks being left for the 
free periods. During the first two days school, 
the girls planned out their work cover four weeks, 
and arranged their own time-tables, which they 
decided follow for the month. This was done 
under the direction the teacher. The plan worked 
very well, each girl was only too keen cover 
the ground she had mapped out for herself. box 
was provided, which the girls place their difficul- 
ties, times when immediate access the teacher 
could not had, and these were dealt with either 
individually sectionally, appointed times. Stan- 


dard had free use the geography, history, liter- 
ature and nature study text books provided for them, 
well the class library. Reading Note Book 
was kept each girl. the end each week, the 
girls stated their Record Books the amount 
work covered, and Friday afternoon each girl 
took short test any subject chosen the 
teacher. 

Standard the teacher did not know the 
children (save the poorer ones who were not pro- 
mated) one syllabus was given all. The work 
was mapped out into weeks. Several periods were 
allotted private study, but each case the sub- 
ject was specified. Many showed themselves capable 
covering more ground, and after passing test 
were permitted map out their own work, and 
were termed Standard 6A. For Standard 6B, the 
work was arranged Weeks, and they followed the 
class time table, with private study times allotted, 
only one period thirty minutes being left quite 
free. The syllabus for both sets was practically the 
same, except arithmetic. literature and 
geography additional work was provided for Set 
This differentiation acted stimulus for Set 
many whom were able join Set the end 
June. 

Standard The plan work Standard fol- 
lowed practically the same lines Standard 
syllabus work was given each child the 
beginning the month, and included one general 
outline syllabus and detailed one English, his- 
tory and geography. The syllabus was divided into 
four weekly parts the teacher, but these were 
not strictly adhered to. the children had had the 
same teacher Standard they were already 
divided into two sets and Standard 
indications were made the syllabus showing work 
done Set only. One lesson week was 
given English, history and geography. the last 
two subjects the lesson resolved itself into expla- 
nation difficult points; and the first, treat- 
ment poem prose work. Set lessons were 
given grammar. Points were gone over odd 
times, when difficulties arose misunderstandings 
occurred, Lessons arithmetic were given the 
discretion the teacher. Each child kept weekly 
record her work, and test the whole syllabus 
was given the end each month—the division 
into Sets depending the results. 

Standard This year, Standard the class fol- 
lowed nearly possible the lines indicated 
Standard monthly syllabus was given, this 
being very detailed, suit the requirements 
young children. addition the syllabus, each 
child was provided with time-table, which 
periods are allotted each subject. e.g., 

Tuesday 11-11:30 History—Class Lesson 
Thursday 11-11:30 History—Private Study 
This time-table was followed, unless was found 
advisable alter suit individual requirements. 
example, some children had, their own 
initiative, studied home order get through 
the allotted work one more subjects. These 
children were allowed take whatever subject they 
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liked during private study time school. blank 
time-table, corresponding the set time-table, was 
made each child. This was filled daily, 
record the work actually done, and constant 
check kept the work the individual. 
monthly test was given, and general report made 
each child’s work. 

Standard The pupils this class had one class 
lesson and one study period minutes each 
history, geography, and English, and one private 
study period minutes, when they were free 
whatever subject they wished. Friday after- 
noon, the syllabus for the work the coming week 
was written the the children copied 
and the teacher explained them. They kept 
record their work; but point test, oral 
written, was given each Friday morning. 
teacher found this good check. The most marked 
improvement noted was composition. This was 
probably due the children’s constant use the 
dictionary. 

Standard Section this Class, individual 
work English and arithmetic was attempted. 
Three periods, not exceeding minutes each, were 
given for private study, the teacher specifying which 
subject was taken. record such was 
kept, but each child was provided with exercise 
book, which poems, spelling, and writing were 
entered, and dated week week. Section fol- 
lowed set time-table. 

The syllabus for the whole class was prepared 
the following lines: 

One Central Idea—e.g. MUSIC. 

Story, THE PIED PIPER. 

VERSE. Choice poems bearing central idea— 
Printed book, and personal anthology formed 
time. 

Choice guided with Section 

COMPOSITION Story, e.g., Adventures 
Hamelin, told rat who survived. Section B.— 
Story told directly. 

SPELLING (and Meanings) List words 
compiled Section A—words which describe Music. 
(mainly from Pied Piper.) Also list instruments 
which Music produced. Section B.—Words 
mostly provided. 

Section Choice passage central idea, 
medium for practice. Section B.—Passage provided. 
ARITHMETIC separately each section. 

will readily understood from the given 
reports work done the different standards, the 
plan work its experimental stage. Time and 
experience are necessary point out its defects and 
suggest improvements. But far our aim 
help the children become more self-reliant 
and less dependent the teacher, the plan seems 
the right lines. 

The great advantage found all the teachers 

the opportunity given obtain better knowledge 
individual children, and this individual interest 
has roused the children themselves greater en- 
thusiasm about their work.

THE ANNUNCIATION. The great mysteries 
revealed religion are sublime that one would 
think man could ever paint them should at- 
tempt so. The Annunciation was itself 
momentous event and the consent the Most 
Blessed Virgin God’s proposal raised her the 
surpassing position being His own Mother and 
the co-redemptrix the world. possible for 
mere man, whatever his talent genius, paint 
such sublime things? Yet this great mystery the 
Incarnation also intimately God made 
man and man images all things himself 
could not possibly without imaging this. The 
Annunciation has, fact, been painted and sculp- 
tured host artists. Their works are varied 
they are numerous, but among them all hard 
find any that can even come near Fra Angel- 
ico’s (It. 51, also 222P, and B120) for express- 
ing the spirit the subject. 

The setting that the cloister Fra Angel- 
ico’s own monastery, Saint Mark’s, 
breathes the peace holy solitude and the very at- 
mosphere prayer which Mary was enveloped 
when the angel appeared her; the simple beauty 
that cloister blends well with the trees and the 
flowery lawn. There, doubt, the angelic monk 
often walked and prayed and spirit conversed with 
Mary, learning much this heavenly way her 
exalted virtues. There painted her seated 
rude stool. The moment, according the most 
satisfactory interpretation, that Mary’s reply, 
“Be done unto according 
thy word.” The expression 
that the most absolute con- 
formity God’s will which the 
very essence holiness and 
the highest perfection; and 
perfect keeping with this, the 
figure and face the Virgin, 
though she highly honored, 
are all humility, simplicity, and 
unconscious modesty and respect.

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TALKS WITH GRADE TEACHERS 
Sister Mary Louise Cuff, Ph.D. 
Fifth Grade 
NARRATION. 

The story-telling work developed the last 
chapter will naturally lead the children the telling 
their own actual experiences and their observ- 
ances the experiences others. NARRATION 
work was begun the earlier grades, and this 
stage progress should adopt more logical 
form arrangement subject matter viewed 
from the stand-point time and casual 
full description details should form the founda- 
tion stone for the larger element this narration. 
The results sought for the teacher should 
better choice words, and the children this ad- 
vance should strive for the selection expressions 
that give force their narrations. 

The ordinary class-work outlined for the fifth 
grade includes Description, Exposition, and Argu- 
ment, well Narration, the composition work, 
but since Narration used pre-eminently History 
must find its place English composition. The 
child really working all these channels, un- 
consciously. Judicious educators have always con- 
sidered mistake attempt hard-line separa- 
tion these divisions composition writing. Chubb 
says: mistake attempt too consciously 
systematic differentiation the several kinds 
composition, troubled the old hard and 
fast systems progressive classification. (The 
Teaching English, 178). 

the infant takes its food without knowledge 
the kinds, these children should taught cor- 
rect expression without knowledge its classifi- 
cation, and after the manner which they learned 
correct expression while yet the primary grades 
without any knowledge rules. 

When the time comes that children should have 
knowledge classification their speech, will 
easy matter give them terms for the 
edge already acquired. When they begin the study 
history time for them classify that par- 
ticular work Narration. Child expressions fall 
naturally into Description and Narration, therefore 
Exposition and Argument will found more diffi- 
cult. 

Although Narration called for pre-eminently 
History History also calls for Exposition and Argu- 
ment. this study that the children should 
taught when their expressions leave the channel 
Narration and fall into that Exposition Argu- 
ment. 

Every art has its own peculiar technique and this 
directs the method which taught. child 
manual training will progress according his 
tool-using capacities. The proper sequence tasks 
will assist the child mastering the handling the 
tools. Now this same principle can applied 
the work English composition, and there should 
less liability err here. the teacher His- 


tory where Narration called for presents the sub- 
ject the child simply, clearly and connectedly, the 
re-presentative work required the child will come 
within the range his expressional powers. 


DESCRIPTION. 


Description the fifth grade should run from 
the whole the parts. Splendid exercises are found 
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tests observation calling for descriptions ob- 
jects and scenes from memory. Observation visits 
made the previous year might suggested the 
class for description; the honor going the child 
that can give the greatest number points the 
description the objective. There are many de- 
vices which can furnish material for Descriptions, 
and the ingenious teacher ever ready for the in- 
ventions, 

Description for this grade might divided into 
three parts: (1)—descriptions objects scenes 
for presentation those described poems and 
prose selections which have been studied read. 
The teacher might suggest the children select 
line from the poem, expression from the 
prose selection, some particular part the scene, 
and tell how artist might describe with his 
brush. ‘They might then give word picture the 
painting, persons, historical 
figures, characters literature. The children 
should encouraged select these from history, 
from poetry, from prose. (3)—Descriptions 
the physical appearance, the character either 
real fictitious persons. 

Description another requisite that ordinary 
class-work calis for and used generally Geog- 
raphy and Science. Like Narration must find 
place the early training our children even be- 
fore they know the use the word implied 
composition, and only when they are engaged 
the study Geography and Science may they know 
the particular line composition they are develop- 
ing. 

EXPOSITION. 

The simplest form Exposition the mere giv- 
ing interesting information about subject. Its 
importance lies the fact that demands investiga- 
tion with view discussions before the class. 

the earlier grades the children were taught the 
Exposition form composition without having 
heard the term. Now they may use intelligently. 
The orderly statement the successive steps 
process must carefully looked to, and that suc- 
cess may result, concrete subjects should selected 
for this year’s work Exposition. Abstract sub- 
jects may await the higher grades. 

Any form expression itself pleasurable. 
the ground pure theory teachers are obliged 
admit that composition the natural outgrowth 
child-life then the work the instructor guide 
the child his self-active, self-expressive existence. 
The impulsive side his nature dominates. likes 
tell what knows, what fancies, what 
dreams. The expression this reception and dis- 
charge closely related inspiration and expira- 
tion, and this expression becomes the more pleasure- 
able the child acquires the knowledge dis- 
charge through the various channels expression 
namely, Narration, Description, Exposition, Argu- 
ment. The teacher should the safe guide pro- 
moting the mental organization the child. The 
children should taught how organize their 
ments. compose organize. The word 
“composition” scares children. They have not the 
right idea its meaning. you ask child, “Why 
were you looking into the sky you came 
towards the building this morning?” And an-

swers, was looking Then you ask 
once distressed but you say, “Tell anything 
you know about airplane,” happy, 
anxious tell all that has ever heard read 
about and every child the class wants 
contribute something the and this 
does not satisfy them, they want learn more about 
airplane, and they will inquire from anyone that 
able tell them, they will the landing place 
and view the planes, and ask questions. They are 
storing information and are anxious give this 
the teacher and the class the next day. This af- 
fords the teacher opportunity assist the child 
organize his thoughts. When has learned tell 
the class his mental possessions, and the teacher 
satisfied, she might make such remark this: 
“You have told that well. wish you would write 
just what you have told us, and then will have 
very nice story about airplane.” The best way, 
well the easiest train children write 
first help them organize their thoughts the 
knowledge received for discharge; make them feel 
happy and satisfied with their own successful ef- 
forts, and without any orders write composi- 
tion, they themselves will anxious produce 
writing. They want write story about some- 
thing which they are interested, and all the while 
they “hate composition” without knowing that they 
are becoming proficient the art. 

This happy way out some our difficul- 
ties, but are not beset with few unpleasant 
facts? What sort training have the fifth grade 
children had their progression from the first year 
school? The present the period for these chil- 
dren when the earlier training language expres- 
sion will encourage discourage. Now comes the 
time for good results written composition. Can 
done regardless correct expression? When 
the child has reached his seventh year has passed 
his nascent language-making years. Unconsciously 
has passed through the period keenest re- 
sponse sound. That past period held absolute 
sway motor imitation. During these language- 
making years few children hear any good English; 
great numbers never hear the best. The conditions 
are peculiar our liberty-loving America; and 
must meet them they are. From these 
conditions learn that foreign language spok- 
thousands these homes home-made combination 
English used; and thousands upon thous- 
ands homes violations all laws forms are 
heard. More than this, know that the great ma- 
jority American children have heard nothing 
more than coarse vocabulary. The homes which 
true, virile English heard, are not numerous. 

thousands homes you will find diplomas 
which certify that parents are college products, but 
even there you will hear discordant notes resulting 
from early habits which were never combated 
earnest efforts overcome them. Resulting from 
the same cause not unusual hear from the 
public platform, from the church pulpit, and even 
from the university chair inaccuracies speech cul- 
tivated early childhood, allowed creep and 
become domesticated. 

These glaring facts account for our children com- 
ing school clothed the poverty the English 
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language with much acquire and much 
abandon. 

consideration all this the teacher English 
should consider the enormous task before her, the 
undoing the bad, and the substitution the good. 


Sixth Grade 


NARRATION. addition the narration work 
outlined the fifth grade the teacher may draw 
upon any school activity for narration work Eng- 
lish; she may also make use facts history 
continuing the stories great men; and develop- 
ing work discovery and invention; legend and 
myth. Stories King Arthur and his Knights; al- 
Greek and Roman legendary heroes; well 
Bible stories. Usually the stories should read 
the children class, but when read the teacher, 
the children may asked for repetition. 

The three types stories given for the fifth 
grade may continued here. Since the repeated 
story does not require much thought need not 
used frequently. serves its purpose, namely, or- 
der thought, and when the children show ability 
this the repeated story should discontinued. 
Reconstructed and original stories are more im- 
portant, they serve give food for deep thought 
and close study. the two, the original story 
should receive the greater emphasis. the prod- 
uct creative mind and should frequently come 
written form. 

After some practice this form story work, 
original narration actual experiences will result. 
Teachers should not consider this work sufficiently 
developed unless the children able tell pleas- 
ingly, and with proper time-sequence, their own per- 
sonal experiences, those about which they have 
heard, read. Children’s experiences are varied. 
The first month school they have surplus sub- 
jects owing the vacation period. Some have spent 
the farm, some the beach, some work 
either home elsewhere—all have had experi- 
ences different kinds. These form splendid sub- 
jects for their school work English. Other lines 
their experiences might fall industrial work, 
such making flower stands for the school room, 
benches for the playground, ventilating boards 
for the windows, repairing window shades, hanging 
pictures, laying off baseball diamond. 

English may correlated with Geography this 
grade. geography the children study the differ- 
ent countries. They learn the crops, vegetation, 
rivers, etc. Narrations might given imagin- 
ary trip any country they have studied. The boys 
will take great pleasure making trip from New 
York San Francisco with Colonel Lindberg. They 
can begin the narration this imaginary trip 
talk the Colonel, telling how happened in- 
vite them the trip. This will appeal Amer- 
ican boy and fill him with enthusiasm that the 
creation the narrative will but pleasure. 


DESCRIPTION. For the basis the work 
Description, the fifth grade outline can very profit- 
ably used. Special attention the teacher re- 
quired here for the teaching unity and coherence. 
Every statement the sixth grade child gives should 
show unity and coherence well the order 
which the details are given. this stage ad- 
vance the child’s education, should understand 
that all details are not equal rank, that should 
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proceed from wholes parts, and that give the 
parts the order their importance. The teacher 
should select model descriptions from standard 
sources and occasionally read them the class. 
times she may allow any member the class 
give from memory description from some standard 
source. 

Again, English may correlated with history, 
and this many ways. Since the World-War, bat- 
tle fields have become famous subjects. These are 
within the memory the children, and, too, they 
can talk them fathers and brothers other 
war characters. These talks will especially inter- 
esting for boys; and for girls they hold their own 
interest. Teachers should aid the children the 
selection good models for Description compo- 
sition. Ruskin’s descriptions Europe, and those 
Hawthorne “Our Old Home,” are suitable for 
this grade. There are any number good historical 
subjects, such historic buildings and places. The 
children this grade should able select wisely, 
but case their selections are not desirable the 
teacher should censor and give her reasons for do- 
ing so; thus, short time, the children will be- 
come efficient their own selections. 

EXPOSITION. enlargement the work 
Exposition the fifth grade required here. Unity 
and coherence the subject matter stressed. 
Avoid abstract, and emphasize concrete subjects for 
Exposition this grade. There are any number 
concrete subjects which come within the actual situ- 
ations the school children, such how make 
ventilating boards for the schoolroom windows how 
play tennis, any other games used the 
grounds; birds, useful and destructive; the value 
windmills farming country; the value rail- 
roads; the value good automobile roads 
country; the value silos the farmers. any 
abstract subjects chosen they should such 
help for the building character, as, honesty 
examinations, the child’s duty the home; respect 
for the property others. 

ARGUMENT. The ideas suggested the fifth 
grade work should continued here but with 
greater degree difficulty. Subjects demanding 
deeper thought should selected, and their discus- 
sion should open the way into the social and econo- 
mic life the community. The following subjects 
are suggested: Should demand cleaner meat 
markets? Should grocery stores have running water 
troughs? Should every home forced have 
garbage can? Should the school playground have 
trash barrel? Should man who owns property 
allowed vote? Many interesting topics will 
found the Current Events paper. The thinking 
child will able select valuable subjects from the 
history and the physiology lessons. The children 
should taught start with single sentence 
which will make one point the argument, then 
gradually lead several sentences, each which 
will state logical reason for each point made. 

Talks from Outlines. The oral work Narration, 
Description, Exposition, and Argument may well 
conducted means the Outline. former grades 
the children have been taught the use the out- 
line, and this section can used with facility. 
The children should instructed write out- 
line before class time; then from memory, write 
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the blackboard. The production this from 
memory will show that the child who writes the out- 
line has mind just the divisions the subject 
which going talk. The instructions given 
the earlier grades regarding the position the 
speaker and his manner delivery, will prove help- 
ful here. should always face the class and when 
talking look into the faces the children before 
him. After has finished his talk, the other chil- 
dren should trained make kind and specific 
criticism, being instructed that mention good 
point the subject matter and delivery criti- 
cism well the mention bad point. 


The subjects for this outline work should those 
that grow out the child’s work, naturally. in- 
teresting, will advance rapidly, and the teacher 
should able send these children forward the 
next grade with certain new conquests.

Plato, 429-347, C.: 

Plato with Aristotle holds first rank among the philos- 
ophical essayists Greece. Plato’s imagination was 
active his intellect. Scenery and circumstances are 
beautifully painted his dialogues, and the conversation 
supported with much dramatic coloring. intended 
the dialogue for entertainment and instruction. 

Aristotle, 384-322, C.: 

Aristotle, much-esteemed pupil Plato, was one 
the greatest thinkers and scientific investigators and or- 
ganizers the world has ever witnessed. was the great- 
est heathen philosophers, and, considered with respect 
the intellect alone, was among the most remarkable 
men that ever lived. His writings, which but small 
portion has come down us, prove the universality 
his genius. 

Plutarch, born Greece about 46, D., wrote 
famous essays part biographical and part moral. 
these essays, works learning and research, Plu- 
tarch glorifies both Greek and Roman. Despite all ex- 
ceptions the line inaccuracy, prejudice, Plutarch’s 
must one the most valuable relics 
Greek literature, they stand the place many vol- 
umes lost history, and are written with graphic and 
dramatic vivacity, such found few biographies, an- 
cient modern. 

Cicero, 106-43, C.: 
Cicero, who adopted the method Aristotle dialogue, 


the objective method, the reverse the subjective method 
used Plato, has never been surpassed purity and 
charm style. his dialogues the dignity his speak- 
ers, their mutual courtesy, the elegance displayed both 
sides, the clearness and terseness the style diffuse 
peculiar charm throughout. 

Cornelius Nepos, 100-24?, C.: 

Nepos, celebrated Roman, ancient classic essay- 
ist. His Lives the Illustrious Generals, which dedi- 
cated Atticus, his only work extant. This work, dis- 
tinguished for the purity and graceful simplicity its 
style, has been generally adopted class-book schools 
and colleges. Nepos’ essays are well arranged and fair 
their judgments, 

Michel Montaigne, 1533-1592. 

Montaigne, the inventor and chief master the familiar 
essay, the most famous French essayists. close 
observers social affairs and the actions men, Fran- 
cis Bacon and Lord Chesterfield resemble him. Mon- 
taigne’s essays are charmingly discursive soliloquy 
without ceremony, yet with masculine sense. There have 
been men deeper insight, but few with greater abun- 
dance thought. Montaigne’s style natural and sim- 
ple; a:speech written spoken, and such paper 
the mouth—a pithy, sinewy, full, strong, com- 
pendious and material essay, not delicate and affected 
vehement and piercing. 


Francis Bacon, 1561-1626.: 

Francis Bacon was the English contemporary Mon- 
taigne. His compressed and aphoristic essays, which 
number fifty-eight, raised English prose the pinnacle 
condensation and beauty expression, keen thought 
and simple style. Bacon’s essays, containing much that 
wise, suggestive, and practical, have served, perhaps, 
more than any his many achievements, render his 
name immortal. volume criticism has been written 
his small volume essays. These essays are com- 
bination the intellectual and the imaginative, the closest 
reasoning the boldest metaphor; they represent the 
mathematics thought and speech. This greatest master 
English prose his day had deep insight into human 
nature. had the sound, distinct, comprehensive knowl- 
edge Aristotle, with all the beautiful lights, graces, and 
embellishments Cicero. 


Sir Richard Steele, 1671-1729.: 

Sir Richard Steele belongs the credit having 
founded English periodical literature. the five period- 
icals established, one after another, this sprightly, 
genial writer contributed essays characterized kindli- 
ness outlook, pervasive humor, and vigorous and un- 
affected style that rather negligent. Steele’s essays, 
though teeming with originality and freshness, lack the 
finish and grace which mark those Addison. Both 
Steele and Addison treated social, ethical, and literary 
topics with distinctly personal point view, and com- 
bined their essays the familiar and didactic forms. They 
were imitated France, Germany, Italy, and Russia.

Addison was elegant 
but not ostentatious. Like Bacon, became celebrated 
through his essays, which are far more voluminous than 
those his illustrious predecessor. 


Oliver Goldsmith, 1728-1774: 

Goldsmith essayist ranks with the highest the 
English language. His work the combined didactic and 
familiar essay the only rival The Spectator its 
best, whether charm manner, quality substance, 
genial wisdom gracious speech. Goldsmith more 
correct and better balanced than Steele, more genial than 
Addison, more picturesque than Swift, more flexible than 
Johnson. seasoning English prose with his imagina- 
tive sympathy, Goldsmith made veritable relish. 


Charles Lamb, 1775-1834: 

More than two-thirds Lamb’s essays are frankly auto- 
biographical—just plain, whimsical, humorous Lamb. They 
are all different and all good; they fit every day and every 
mood; hence read because the lure and variety 
his moods. Lamb, who charmingly companionable, will 
always remain favorite with readers owes 
his fame the Essays Elia, fifty all, which con- 
tributed the London Magazine. these essays—these 
desultory compositions—we find delicacy feeling, quaint 
humor, and subtle and peculiar charm style which 
quickens vitality like atmosphere from the heights. 
William Hazlitt, 1778-1830: 

Hazlitt the representative critic the Age Revo- 
lution. delightful essayist, skillful critic with 
love paradoxical views, and reliable interpreter 
great literature, notwithstanding his strong prejudices. 
Undoubtedly succeeded making himself interesting. 
timely example his force, insight, good taste, power, 
and attractiveness, quote here from his Traveling 
Abroad: 

nearly one can, with the ways and feelings others, 
and make one’s self home wherever one comes: 
better still live ideal world, superior the 
ordinary one; carry one’s breast “that peace which 
passeth understanding,” that accident time 
place, irritation disappointment, can assail, except for 
the moment; that neither debts nor duns annoy, that 
reconciles itself all situations and smooths all diffi- 
culties; not calm solitude and agitated the 
assemblies men, but the midst great city 
retain possession one’s faculties perfect solitude, 
and wilderness surrounded with the gorge- 
ousness art; owe allegiance the elements, nor 
the creature circumstances, dependent gust 
wind, bad smell, dinner, waiter inn, the 
good bad state the roads, but make the best 
our goings and comings, and all circumstances, 
only passages that longer, yet brief journey, that 
fitful stages and various ups and downs conducts 
“our native dust and final home!” 

Thomas Quincey, 1785-1859: 

Quincey’s exuberant prose subtle, richly musical, 
with exquisite finish style and scholastic finish logic. 
His style superb, his powers reasoning unsurpassed, 
his imagination warm and brilliant, and his humor both 
masculine and delicate. Quincey draws the significant 
distinction between the literature knowledge and the 
literature power. revived interest prose rhythm 
and proved that the essay suitable form for highly 
imaginative composition. His collected essays fill seven- 
teen volumes, practically all which were written for re- 
views. Quincey was styled, this account, “the great 
contributor.”

Ralph Waldo Emerson, 1803-1882:

people.

These “little Dutchmen”, the Dutch artists were 
termed because their painting small sized canvases, 
show all wish know for complete interpretation 
Holland. these paintings discover “the why” 
their carefully tended gardens, their orderly yet colorful 
homes. come sympathetic regard for these whole- 
some people, who, tired wars and exploitations, retired 
their little country and for centuries tilled until 
blossomed forth. Theirs was constant struggle against 
the encroaching sea; every little plot ground had 
carefully drained and reworked before proved fertile. 
Thus the canals, which are network over Holland, took 
necessary form. The continuous vigilance over the dikes 
produced people obedient the duty responsibility 
for each others’ welfare. 

“The Storage Room” and “Dutch Interior”, both 
the Dutch artist, Hooch, (pronounced Hog with 
long “o” sound), and the “Orphanage the 
“Sewing School” sometimes called, Artz, 
find characteristic Dutch interiors. Peter Hooch loves 
the open door with the sunlit glimpse beyond. makes 
feel ease comfortable spacious rooms through 
which high windows let the sunlight stream All 
rich and splendid his paintings. 

very interesting dramatize pictures, lots 
fun for the children arrange themselves poses like 
the people they find the picture. Then let the rest 
the children make sketches and pose drawings them.

All these subjects are 
published accurate yet inexpensive color reproductions 
for classroom study and note book projects. 

The “Girl With Cat” Hoecker striking illustra- 
tion, almost poster effect, Dutch child with huge 
black cat filling her arms. This picture, worked out 
poster papers—black, gray and white—would prove very 
effective, especially with cut paper letters for “Holland”

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rebuke those who dare say that morality sub- 
ject change. Rocks and stones, consequently, are ex- 
cellent teachers that tell many remarkable things about 
religion and morality. 

Let again take the thread the narrative. Plac- 
ing specimen the desk, Mr. Ullman asked his class, 
“What kind stone this?” The reply came 
chorus, “Granite.” instead asking the question, the 
teacher had himself made the statement, “This granite,” 
how flat would have fallen the class! question has 
the effect stimulating the faculties the pupils self- 
activity. galvanizes the class into attentive attitude. 
Naturally, the child loves display its knowledge and 
grasps eagerly opportunity so. Questions, 
provided they are actually within reach the child’s 
are very welcome. fact the class genuinely mortified 
when the teacher forestalls the answers which they are 
but too anxious give themselves. ask appropriate 
and pertinent questions, therefore, excellent pedagog- 
ical device that will keep the attention the child 
high pitch and arouse his faculties the fullest. 
apt question, that points the way, the teacher can lead the 
pupils into any field wishes. may lead them into 
pastures for the purpose gleaning new information, 
may lead them into attractive meadows merely for the 
sake temporary diversion. The question gives the 
teacher wonderful power knows how handle 
properly. his hands key which can open 
many doors through which glimpses the truth may 
obtained. there fair chance that the class will 
its own efforts arrive the truth even come any- 
where near the goal, positive statement should made 
but the class should led the right way discerning 
questions. the right moment the question can check 
fruitless seeking and again put the straying thoughts 
the right path. Thus, means adroit questioning, the 
teacher keeps complete control the whole situation 
and prevents the quest from degenerating into aimless 
wandering. But still for the children the whole process 
has all the fascination exciting quest that keeps them 
keyed high degree interest. 

course, this point have enter little criti- 
cism Mr. Ullman’s methods. his own saying 
did not get very far his first lesson. was all about 
rocks and did not crystalize any definite teaching. This 
might entertaining, but surely was not very profitable. 
Time, after all, element that must taken into con- 
sideration. most cases the time the disposal the 
teacher rather limited and within this narrowly circum- 
scribed time has task accomplish. cannot help 
censuring the method employed Mr. Ullman 
rather wasteful, though fundamentally was all right. 
waited entirely too long before gathering the loose threads 
the discussion and weaving them into definite pat- 
tern. take our cue from the Lord, find that 
does not spin out His parables indefinitely, but that 
quickly brings them point. keeps the goal view 
and with deliberate purpose leads His hearers towards it. 
does not allow them make many useless steps. 
Likewise the teacher must see that the discussion 
does not too far afield, but that retains well de- 
fined orientation towards the end that achieved. 
The illustration after all but the means and must not 
permitted eclipse obscure the end view. 
cannot afford too prodigal time. Economy 
time and labor fundamental law the class room. 
exhaustive study rocks not the function 
Sunday School. That belongs class mineralogy 
geology. The illustrative material must remain sub- 
servient the main purpose. Each class must culminate 
religious lesson definite type and not sink the 
level mere profane teaching.

While passed over rather lightly the question the 
taking laxatives Sisters the beginning this 
article, would not like have seem though ap- 
proved entirely the taking such remedies. There 
reason why the great majority people should take 
laxatives though immense number the inhabitants 
the United States actually so. Look the number 
advertisements there are for laxatives all kinds and 
then you will realize that the intestinal function the 
American people has certain almost appalling extent 
broken down. The reason for that our unsuitable food. 
the food consumption properly directed, there 
reason the world why anyone should have take laxa- 
tives. course food mean also drink. The princi- 
pal reason why great many people have take laxatives, 
especially those who are under weight, that they 
not eat enough. surprising how many thin people 
are not taking enough eat. They have all sorts 
stomach symptons, especially eructations gas and cer- 
tain stomach discomforts, and above all intestinal slug- 
gishness which they attribute indigestion. Most 
these symptons are reality complaints the part 
the gastro-intestinal tract that not being given enough 
do. often actually craving more food when 
suspected dyspepsia. Thin people ought never take 
laxatives, except course under physician’s directions, 
until they have tried the effect eating more abundantly. 
Nothing causes movements the intestines simply 
and naturally putting enough material cause the 
intestinal tract function properly. The old Irish family 
doctor used say, you put enough the upper end, 
some will move out regularly the lower end. 


those who are not thin and yet seem need laxa- 
tives, the trouble very often that they are not taking 
enough water fluids other kinds. People who live 
indoors are very likely not take enough water unless 
they are rather careful form the habit taking reg- 
ularly. need about two quarts fluid run our 
economy every day. That means that ought have 
glass water each our three meals besides cup 
tea coffee—if can stand them,—for many people 
milk cocoa better—and about six glasses water 
between meals. How few people there are who take that 
much the simplest remedy that there 
and the most abundant substance nature. Our bodies 
are actually made about five-sixths water. Our 
human cells are often said marine animals, that 
were sea creatures because they live best when bathed 
freely salt water. must provide abundant supply 
water for the body order that our economy may 
properly maintained. 

After water the most important thing the taking 
such substances our diet leave considerable residue. 
Nature provides our foods such form that did not 
artificially modify them they would supply the residue 
themselves. have proceeded make eating easier, 
however, taking the residual materials out our diet. 
eat only white bread and then find that have 
take bran cereal for breakfast order supply the 
residual material which used contained the bread 
when people ate whole wheat bread the old-fashioned 
stone ground wheat bread. Many people drink orange 
juice and neglect take the pulp the orange which 
represents residual material. Some carefully eat their 
baked apple out the skin and leave the skin which 
more precious than the pulp behind. Baked potatoes and 
most other potatoes should eaten with the skins on. 
Foods like string beans and spinach and cabbage that 
leave large amounts residue, should eaten freely. 
Some raw food should eaten every day because that 
stimulates peristalsis. Raw cabbage digests better than 
cooked cabbage, raw turnips better than cooked turnips, 
and the same true tomatoes and carrots and even 
parsnips. 

very interesting find that recent years some 
the fashionable hotels have established the custom 
serving carrots quartered lengthwise and usually smaller 
carrots rather than larger ones the same dish with the 
celery sometimes with the water cress and the radishes. 
Carrots represent excellent food material and the

Strange may seem, raw potatoes are not only per- 
fectly digestible, but prove very tasty once you get 
used them. have some relatives, who, when they 
were younger, had Swedish cook the family, and when- 
ever she peeled potatoes, she used eat some them 
raw and the children got accustomed eating the raw 
potatoes and now actually much prefer them that way. 
When recalled with what care our mothers used 
remove any portion the potato that was not cooked 
thoroughly, exhibited any signs being hard, because 
she was sure that would give indigestion, did not 
actually poison us, this attitude the child relatives 
mine very interesting. They are not unique the mat- 
ter. great many people like raw potatoes. They are 
excellent for stimulating peristalsis, that the regular 
movement the intestines. 


There should variety the bread that eaten, and 
corn muffins should supplied occasionally, and corn 
mush taken and rye bread served and sometimes oatmeal 
cakes oatmeal bread and sometimes potato cakes and 
course griddle cakes various kinds.

Liturgical Linens 

Corporal. 

Corporal comes from the Latin word rel- 
ating the body, from the Latin “corpus”, meaning body. 
This linen called from the fact that our Lord’s Body 
placed it. square piece linen which 
the priest spreads out upon the altar the Offertory 
the Mass Solemn Mass; otherwise, spreads out 
before the Mass. Upon places the Host and the 
chalice, the bread and wine that are changed into 
the Body and Blood Jesus Christ. commemorates 
the winding sheet which our Savior was buried. When 
not spread out the altar, kept square case 
called the burse. The Corporal should from twenty-two 
twenty-four inches square. 

Pall. The word pall comes from the Latin 
mantle covering. The pall piece linen about five 
inches square used cover the top the chalice. 
generally stiffened with cardboard. The pall came into 
use only after the corporal was made smaller. The cor- 
poral was the early days the Church size that 
covered the altar table. The use the pall began about 
1200 

The word comes from the Latin “puri- 
that which purifies. The purificator piece 
linen which used purify the chalice, and also the lips 
and fingers the celebrant, after the ablution. The bishop 
his delegate has the right bless corporals palls 
but ordinary priest may bless the purificator. These 
linens should not touched laymen, until they are 
washed, and only ecclesiastics major orders should 
first wash them after they have been used the Mass. 
Even religious women who have permission touch them, 
can not give them the first washing. The water which 
these have been washed should entered into the sacra- 
rium connecting with the ground. 

Finger towel cloth with which the priest wipes his 
fingers the Lavabo the Mass. This does not have 
blessed. The corporal, pall, and purificator should each 
have cross the center. 

Vesperal the liturgical name the altar cover, which 
used protect the altar cloths from stain and soil, and 
may made linen, silk, wool, velvet velveteen. 
received its name from evening, because 
used after all services are over.

Amice. The amice comes from the Latin 
wrapper. The amice oblong piece white linen with 
strings which fastened around the 
shoulders. This vestment has been use since about the 
year 800. the beginning was worn covering the head, 
and some religious orders still use this way until the 
beginning the Mass. symbolizes helmet, protecting 
the priest against the assaults Satan. 

Alb. The word derived from the Latin word “alba”, 
meaning white, and this vestment symbolizes purity. The 
alb long linen gown extending from the neck the 
feet. The lower part often made lace. 

Cincture. The word comes from the Latin 
bound. The cincture girdle, doubled cord which 
binds the alb closely the body. usually white, and 
made braided linen wool, with tassels and sym- 
bolizes continence. The Latin word for

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Maniple. The name comes from the Latin “manipulum”, 
something carried the hand, small bundle, hand- 
kerchief.

Stole. The Latin word “stola” was robe cloak and 
was the court uniform Roman judges, and hence signi- 
fies authority. also symbol immortality and 
the yoke obedience. long narrow vestment worn 
around the neck, the ends hanging down front. 
mass, the ends priest’s stole are crossed and fastened 
thus the cincture. other services the ends are not 
crossed. “preaching stole” often ornamented with 
tassel cords connecting the ends. deacon Solemn 
Mass wears stole diagonally, from his left shoulder 
his right side. The stole came into use vestment about 
the fourth century. 

Chasuble. The word chasuble comes from the late Latin 
meaning little house. was originally large 
mantle cloak with opening for the head the center, 
and had raised the sides allow the hands 
extended beyond it. The assistants the Mass helped the 
priest holding up, and are reminded this 
practice still, Solemn Masses, where the deacon and 
subdeacon hold the edges the priest’s chasuble, and 
where the acolyte raises slightly the elevation 
ordinary Mass.

The word biretta comes from the Latin dim- 
inutive mantle with hood, worn the 
The word “birettum” was first applied the 
hood, and afterwards the cap that replaced it. The 
biretta came into use about the ninth century, the prac- 
tice covering the head with the amice when going the 
altar say Mass was gradually abandoned priests. 
the beginning the biretta was soft flat crowned hat, hav- 
ing corners, but was difficult remove from the 
head, was compressed into folds particularly the right 
side and finally second fold and then third fold were 
added, one fold wing being the front, another the 
rear, and third the right side. There wing fold 
the left side the biretta, except the case biretta 
Doctor Sacred Theology, whose dignity indicated 
fourth wing.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Methods Teaching Reading 


Many different methods improving the teaching 
reading have been tried the United States. Contrasting 
the present with the past, William Gray, the School 
Education, University Chicago, recalls the era when 
instruction reading was given only period specifi- 
cally devoted that purpose. this method, points 
out, reading was sharply set off from other subjects 
which opportunities arise for valuable instruction in- 
terpreting and using the content the printed page. 
goes on: 


“The material provided the special reading class was 
largely limited that found basal set readers, 
small number supplementary readers, and few 
library books. result, pupils secured very limited 
range experience through reading during the reading 
period. Both the content and the methods teaching 
reading were controlled three aims; namely, master 
the mechanics reading, develop habits effective 
oral reading. and cultivate the appreciation good 
literature. All these aims are important. When in- 
struction limited them, however, other important 
phases may neglected. the type teaching de- 
scribed, attention during reading periods was directed 
largely accuracy word recognition, reading aloud, 
and the study literary selections usually chosen 
conformity with adult standards. Classwork proceeded 
from day day with little variation. Supplementary 
readers were used for practically the same purposes 
the basal readers. Each class met unit, there being 
little differentiation instruction meet individ- 
ual needs and interests.” 


Observing that this type teaching fails provide for 
many the reading needs pupils, goes con- 
sider the aims and practices current the present time 
with reference enrichment the mind through the use 
books. Effort made stimulate thinking. Pains are 
taken arouse permanent interest reading and “to 
provide for the economical and orderly development es- 
sential reading attitudes, habits and nearly 
every modern school the set readers basal use sup- 
plemented variety books, such “story books,” 
“silent readers,” “study readers,” “dramatic readers,” and 
library books general, for group and independent peru- 
sal. Instead uniform programme throughout week 
month, the reading activities vary day day serve 
different purposes, such find specific information, 
enjoy interesting story, inform entertain others, 
develop accuracy and independence word recog- 
nition. The content and method are adapted daily meet 
individual needs that are caused differences previous 
training and experience and capacity learn. Greater 
attention than formerly given silent reading, oral 
reading being limited largely audience situations and 
other special occasions. 


Mr. Gray refers recent survey which developed the 
fact that certain schools provided with ample variety 
reading material, and profiting therefrom some ex- 
tent, were proceeding the assumption that little 
direction reading activities necessary when pupils 
are reading for information non-literary fields. Teach- 
ers were cultivating the pupils only the attitudes, habits 
and skills required the study literary selections, but 
this proved not enough, pupils contracted habits 
carelessness and inaccuracy necessitating subsequent 


The conclusion reached Mr. Gray that the provi- 
sion opportunity read widely distinct step for- 
ward, but that secure the best results pupils must 
guided. systematic development habits and skills 
suited the different kinds material read essential 
step the greatest significance.” 


A type of instruction used with advantage in modern schools pro- 
vides for the organization of reading in conformity with the require- 
ments of interesting problems or topics, as: ‘Mother Goose and Her 
Family,” in a first grade reading class; ‘“‘The History of Chicago,” in 
a third grade community life class; “Why Japan is the Britain of 
the Orient,” in a fifth grade geography class. This plan trains the 
readers in habits of research and in coherent thinking, besides direct- 
ing the pupils to reading of a character that will avert the danger 
wasting time. Encouraging pupils select problems for individual 
study and investigation, and, under guidance, to prepare coherent 
reports, is a method which has been found to yield profitable results 
when begun as early as the third or fourth grades.

School Children’s Eyesight. 

Three million school children the 
United States, one-eighth the 
entire school population, are handi- 
capped their education defective 
eyesight, according report the 
National Committee for the Preven- 
tion Blindness. The committee 
advocates the adoption uniform 
law for the examination the eyes 
school children all states and 
cities throughout the Union. 

present only states make ex- 
amination the eyes school chil- 
dren compulsory law, and few 
these specify the portion school 
population examined, the fre- 
quency with which such examinations 
should made, whether the ex- 
aminations shall made 
cians, nurses teachers. other 
states the law merely permissive. 

secure 
providing basis for recommenda- 
tions school officials desirable 
administrative procedures, the Joint 
Committee has made questionnaire 
study actual practices followed 
schools which aim care for the 
eyesight needs school children. 
The study covered 375 cities, also 
rural districts every state, and was 
carried out with the assistance 
school authorities and health officials 
all these communities well 
100 the most noted ophthalmolog- 
ists the country. 

Figures yielded this study show 
that only one-half the 24,000,000 
school children the United States 
have their eyes examined and vision 
tested while attending school, and 
that the children attending the 
public schools, about per cent have 
defects vision which constitute 
educational handicaps. Considerable 
progress eyesight conservation has 
been made schools since previous 
studies, and this progress has resulted 
decreased percentages eye de- 
fects. 

interesting fact which has been 
brought out that the rural districts 
generally report larger percentage 
defective vision than the city dis- 
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tricts. “The explanation this dif- 
ference cannot positively made,” 
the report observes, “but seems 
likely that due such differing 
factors conditions under which the 
test results were obtained, 
mination rural homes and schools, 
and the small number corrections 
provided for rural children.” 

Besides serving summary 
the extent defective vision among 
school children and present practices 
conserving the eyesight the 
growing child, the Joint Committee’s 
report gives information essential for 
the teacher, the school nurse and the 
school physician the conservation 
vision and enumerates the duties 
teachers, nurses and other trained 
non-medical examiners caring for 
the eyes the child. 


Conserving the sight school chil- 
dren fundamentally duty the 
school. The task conserving the 
eyesight children, those with nor- 
mal eyes and those with defective 
eyes, requires the intelligent sym- 
pathetic co-operation school au- 
thorities, health authorities, physici- 
ans, parents the children them- 
selves, and many situations oth- 
agencies the community. 


There New Danger? 


That visual aids assist children 
many their studies teacher 
likely dispute.

The whole purpose the teaching must 
foreshadowed the beginning and appear bolder out- 
line the teaching progresses, otherwise too much energy 
wasted side issues. When the Lord spoke the 
lilies the field, His hearers were quick realize that 
was not all His intention give them lesson 
botany. Had they suspected this, most them would not 
have lingered listen. But they were aware that Christ 
was leading some very important issue. Christ did 
not wear out the attention His hearers introducing 
too much irrelevant detail. This constitutes valuable 
hint for the teacher, who must have proper sense 
proportion and learn moderation. must not loiter 
the way, but resolutely push forward. not enough 
attach religious application foreign study. Religion 
the very thing that must dominate the atmosphere 
the class. never have wait long for the religious 
application the parables Christ. comes with 
dramatic suddenness and, that account, always strikes 
home with telling effectiveness. Too much delay will 
take off the edge the final application and will prevent 
from sinking deep into consciousness. The experienced 
teacher will know seize the right moment.
